We are again passing a milestone in the record of the 
history of our goodly Temple, and in passing I want to say a final 
word as your Potentate fdr the past three years. 

The work of the present administration is rapidly drawing to 
a close, and you who have held appointments under it must with 
myself lay down the wand of office, and make way for the divan 
of 1909. Before severing our official relations, however, I want to 
express to you, an 
Aleppo Temple my sincere thanks and appreciation for the hearty 
and valuable support you have given to the interests of the Tem- 
ple and myself as your Potentate. 

One of the principal aims, as I understand the mission of the 
Mystic Shrine, is to promote good fellowship, rational recreation 
and dispel the clouds of sorrow and despair with the genial rays of 
fraternal sunshine. That has been the aim of the present adminis- 
tration; that we have in a measure been successful is attested by 
the happy, genial faces we see and meet at our every session, num- 
bering in attendance as high as four thousand Nobles. No amount 
of money has been spared at our meetings to provide those things 
that make for entertainment and innocent festivity. The Theater 
and Hippodrome parties held during the season were both social 
and financial successes. 

Our advent at the Inperial Council meeting in St. Paul, with 
forty members of our Arab Patrol, was hailed with delight and 
hearty applause, and the reception tendered by Aleppo Temple to 
the Nobility of North America with their ladies on the evening of 
July 14 at the Hotel Ryan was pronounced by the press of St. 
Paul and vicinity to have been the social event of the session.

The appearance of the Arab Patrol of our Temple in parade 
was constantly applauded, and I assure you that your represent- 
atives were justly proud of them. 

Now, in closing, I want to say that we do not consider Aleppo 
Temple an institution for savings, yet it is with pride and pleasure 
that your administration submits to you a summary of what has 
been accomplished in financial and other ways during the past 
three years.
